IMPRESSIONS. 


Some Interesting Comments.

article on local motor cycling 
conditions, contributed by o re- 
sident in the Colony to tho 
Eneliah Motor Cycle:— 

“Ixion" sald in tho Sfotor Cicle 
for August 28th that he cut down 
his references to oversea mattors 
from a su-picion that they bore 
the average Briton in his golfish 
insularity. In spite of this warn- 
ing IT hope that some notes on 
conditions out hore in Hongkong 
wi'l be of goneral interest. After 
all, let the “insular Briton” re- 
member ‘that tho Afetor Cycle 
has a lorgd circle of readers in 
places far boyond his‘ ken and 
motor cyclists in new countrier 
(i. is evident in evory issue) will 
tako all tho space tho Editor will 
spare thom for tho purpore of 
exchanging notes as to conditions 
in their sevoral sroas. : 

Whoro ia! Hongkong, anyway? 
asks the “I.B." aforenid. Well, 
qnvite a lot of people at home 
don't know, Evory mail, lottora 
arrive hore -addresred to “Tho 
British Consul,” by British firms 
who oviiently haven't tho alight- 
est idea that this is a British 
Colony, and -bhes been since 
1841. So perhaps it is ae well 
to montion briefly that Horg- 
kong consists of tho ruggod 
island of that nome, 6 lot .of 
smaller islands mostly of no im- 
portance, and somo 285 square 
miles of the mainland ‘of South 
China atthe mouth of tho Canton 
Hiver. As a port wo reckon to 
hive got London beat, mainly 
bocause ships from the north and 
ho south, and the cast and the 
west make. this ono of :hoir ter- 
m:nal points. 

Up to fifteen yeara ago ‘there 
were no roads to speak of in 
Hongkong, except just in the 
urbin areus. People took their 
exercito in footpath rambles and 
on China ponies. Thon ao fow 
miles of road were constructed 
and an era of purh- cycling sect 
in Cy-lirn was positively fash- 
ionabls « dozen yoars ago, but 
now is lett 10 tho Chinese who 
tu-day are to ba.soon learning to 
rido on and adding to the com- 
plications of every highway. 

UUK GOOD ROADS. 

We ore indebted to an abund- 
ance of cheap labour for the: 
hundred or more miles of good 
roads wa ponsesr to-dvy. I[ men- 
tioned that tho inland is rugged. 
It really was an undortaking of 
roma magnitude to build Poads at 
all Almost cvorywhoro tho oliffe, 
composed largely of granite, slopo 
‘fat an angle of 66 dogrova to the 
margin of the soa.) Thoroia vory 
little foreshore of lovel lund and 
tho only way to mako- the 25 milo 
road which onciroles tho inland 
was to cut back the sido 
of ‘tho cliff whorover 
thore was foothold and make 
the rosd on tho lodgo thus 
obtained.

* SOME ROAD FEATURES, © 

It is, of course, a drawback of 
all new countries that the roads 
availabie for motor trins are 
tinted in number and mileage. 
In Hongkong we sro botter off 
than in many placos,.or we have 
asixts milo road on the mainland 
and the road round tho island, 
with various minor roads, and 
two to the Poak, the main one 
rising 1,500 feet in fivo miles, 
_Tho road xround the island 
pro.ides plonty of “driving 
tniorest.” It 18 rarely straight 
or level: whore it is levol it 
swarms with people. “Hairpin 
bonds are numorous--usually 
combined witb a somi-ciroular 
stone-bridgo, Tho. reason is 
that whoro thero “is on inlot 
of the sea, tho road must foliow 
the cliff anc stop over the anglo 
of the two cliff faces by moans of 
a bridge, prior to nogotiating the 
cliff on tho othor side. Fairly 
commen are save-o down-grados, 
a hoir pin tura ona bridge ood 
a sharp riso on the other side 
intr-ducing o two or threo mile 
olimb, Tosing such a corner too 
Inlowly meanssthreo miles in 
middle gear; taking it tov quickly 
may moun a heador into a water- 
fia and a two-hundred foot drop 
into the sea, - 

-Tho sixty-mils mainland road 
has similur features near tue 
coast, but for thirty milos of.th: 
hinterland it passes in long 
straight strotchos through rice 
fluids, ‘almost lovel, Almost 
level, but not quita, 
for rice is grown in small 
pools tior upon tior stretch- 
ing back to tho summit of the riso 
and down the othor side in eimilar 
fashion.
